Potato Piles Are Properly Venti­ 


lated. Shortage of Crop Makes it 


Imperative That Care be Taken to 


Avoid Dry Rot 


There aire not many spuds in Bush 
County this year, but this is all the 
more reason 
for 
taking care of 
them. Improper ventilation of potato 
piles may mean the development of 
the black heart disease. A good way 
to get ventilation is to pile the p o ­ 
tatoes over an inverted potato crate. 
A. piece of pipe set on the crate will 
serve to allow change of air in the 
center of the 
pile. 


Tile protector o f Hie potato is its 
skin. Injuries of all kinds allow rot 
fungi to get into the 
potato. 
Care 
should he taken to not store spuds 
which are frost bitten o r injured in 
digging, fop tin* 
dry 
rot 
will get 
them. 


Speaking of potatoes, wouldn’t it 
be a good idea to look into the seed 
propositin right aw ay ? 
Indications 
point to a scarcity of seed stock to r 
next years planting, and practically 
all farm ers will have to depend upon 
.shipped in potatoes 
fo r seed. 
Are 
you going to buy any old kind for 
planting o r are you 
going to 
get 
some good certified seed of 
s t a n d ­ 
ar d varieties which are adapted to 
our conditions?

Act of 1921 Assembly Lays 
Down 


Rules For Adjustment of Head 


Lights on Machines 


LENS FOCUS IS IMPORTANT 


Size of Bulbs, Proper Tilt of Road- 


way and Reflecting Powers Will 


be Standardized

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 22.—An 


announcement of greatest import- 
ance to the own dps of motor

This 
announcement of Secretaire Jackson 
is issued through Uie Hoosier State

Look Out For 


Black Heart 
Spuds Disease 


This Ailment May Develop 
Unless 


Potato Piles Are Properly Venti- 
lated. Shortage of Crop Makes it 
Imperative That Care be Taken to 
Avoid Dry Rot 


There alre not many spuds in Rush 


County this year, but this is all the 
more reason for 
taking care of 


them. Improper ventilation of potato 
piles may mean the development of 
the black heart disease. A good way 
to get ventilation is to pile the po- 
tatoes over an inverted potato crate. 
A, piece of pipe set on t'lic crate will 
serve to allow •change of air in the 
center of the pile. 


The protector of tihe potato is its 


skin. Injuries of all kinds allow rot 
fungi to set into the potato. 
Care 


s'hould be taken to not store spuds 
which are frost, bitten or injured in 
digging, for the 
dry 
rot 
will get 


them. 


Speaking of potatoes, wouldn't it 


be a good idea to look into the seed 
propositin riii'ht away? 
Indications 


point to a scarcity of seed stock for 
next years planting, and practically 
all farmers will have to depend upon 
.shipped in potatoes 
for seed.

B Disqualifications—-A white 
b in yellow corn or a red cob in

How much use is made of the live 


stock market reporting service which 
is maintained by the Rush County 
Farmers' Association? If one should 
drop into the county agent's office 
about nine in the morning and re- 
main -for one hour he would have 
the riuestion at least partially ans- 
wered. 


At that hour the telephone be- 


comes 
exceedingly busy with the 


many calls that pour into the affiee 
daily for the market. Also there can 
usually be found a crowd of inter- 
ested men 
around 
the blackboard 


waiting for the days quotations to 
be posted. 


In the "first ten months that the 


service was maintained there were 
1G1!) 
calls by actual count, received 


at the ollice for the report. Besides1 


this, other points in the county to 
which the market is reported from 
the office every morning reported an 
average daily call of 140. On this 
basis the total number of calls for 
the market at all points was over 
24,000 in the ten months. 


The quotations on the Chicago, 


Indianapolis, Buffalo and Cincinnati 
markets are obtained each morning 
about 9:30 by long distance 
tele- 


phone and by wire. These are posted 
on the bulletin board in the 
ollice 


and then phoned out to fourteen re- 
ceiving stations in the county, where 
fanners can call for the market.

utmost economy in production. With 
corn, for instance, worth less than 
half 
the actual cost of production, 


the farmer should not rely entirely 
upon good fortune bringing him a 
better market price, but should bend 
all his efforts towards lowering the 
cost of production. While farm or- 
ganizations and other agencies 
are 


pushing their programs for improv- 
ing market conditions, the individual 
farmer can help the situation by low- 
ering production costs on his own 
farm.

ted that yield per acre is the leading 
[actor in cost of crop production and 
the farmer should make an effort to 
produce as much as possible with the 
least outlay of cash and labor. This 
does not mean, however, thai pre- 
sent 
acreage should be maintained 


and a risk of overproduction be run. 
Crop acreage can well be decreased 
and gross production maintained 
through a more efficient management, 
leaving more acreage to 
stand in 


grass and clover for the upbuilding 
of soil fertility. With only about S 
or 10 percent of our available acre- 
age in clover this course appears not 
only 
desinihle, 
from an economic 


standpoint, but' actually necessary if 
so'il fertility is to 'be maintained. 


Better limes are coming and 
we 


should prepare for them. Soil fer- 
tility should be maintained and the 
present low price levels should 
he 


taken advantage of for the purpose 
of improving quality of seeds and 
breeding stock, so that when better 
times come the farm will be in a bet- 
ter condition to enjoy benefit there- 
from. 


This should be a period of en- 


trenchment on the farm and the far- 
mer should consider the matter of 
economical production rather than 
bending efforts for large gross pro- 
duction. A larger yield per acre on 
less acreage, more acreage devoted to 
clover 
and 
legumes, misplacing 


grade and scrub livestock with better 
breeding, and more attention to seed 
of nuality and yielding power are 
some of the things that should be 
included 
in the farmers' entrench- 


ment program.

tempt to Get Camel's Head 


Under Tent is a Failure 


INCOME MUST'BEAR BURDEN 


H. C. MeKenzie, director of the

"Senator Smoot's attempt to get 


Ihe camel's head under the tent has 
failed. The Senate voted down the 
manufacturers' sales tax 43 to 25. 
His statement that three-quarters of 
the people favor a sales tax belongs 
in the same category as his former 
statement that all our present taxes 
are passed on to the ultimate con- 
sumer. 


"The farmers and the other peo- 


ple who work constitute the 75 per 
cent. They are on record, through 
all their 
important 
organizations, 


against shifting the tax burden by 
means of any genera] sales tax. In- 
come will have 1o bear part of the 
load; the idea of taxing food, fuel, 
clothing and shelter does not appeal 
to the American people."
